Describing the terminal a 
“the most interesting building 
of its kind lve evel seen 
Thomas asserted the people an 
the city were to be congratu 
lated for their forward think 
ing 


He predicted that in the not- 
too-distant future “vou'll be 
seeing jet transports taking off 
here for Paris, Honolulu and 
other centers and arriving at 
their destinations in a matte: 
of hours.” 

Tucker, Kaufmann Speak. 

Other speakers at. the airport 


ceremonies included Mayor 
Raymond R. Tucke: former 
Mayor Aloys P. Kaufmann and 
Director of Public Utilities Con- 
way B. Briscoe 

Secretary Thomas arrived by 
airplane shortly before the dedi- 
cation and inspected a Marine 
honor guard before entering the 
terminal. There he was taken 
for a brief tour of the structure 
before going to the speakers’ 
platform. About 700 persons at- 


tended the ceremonies 


Mavor Tucker, in his remarks, 
said the building was “built to 
serve today’s needs but de- 
signed for the future.” 


Pointing out the terminal had 
been designed so it could be 
doubled in size to keep pace 


with aviation progress, the May- 
or predicted that “in a very few 
years we will need that extra 
Capacity.” 

Acclaimed for Beauty. 


Tucker pointed out the build- 
ing already “has received na- 
tional and international acclaim 
for its beauty and ulilit: 

“The building we see before 
us today, in all its grandeur, is 
the result of the work of many 
city administrations, of many 


people and of many organiza- 


tions,” he said. 

The late Mayor Joseph M 
Darst “probably deserves more 
credit than any other man or 
woman,” Tucker said. “It was 
under his leadership that the 


plans were developed, the archi- 
tectural drawings made and 
much of the money made avail- 
able 
“Former 


Mayor Kaufmann 


also played a major role in lay- 
ing the groundwork for devel- 
opment of new terminal facili- 
ties and obtaining voter approv- 
al for some of the funds 

He praised also members of 
the successive airport commlis- 
sions who worked on plans for 
the structure; Utilities Dzi- 
rector Briscoe, who supervised 


construction, and finally the 
people of St. Louis 

“They wanted it, they ap- 
proved it, they paid for it,” he 
said. 

Kaufmann Praises Lambert. 

Kaufmann, who is president 


of the Chamber of Commerce, 
paid special tribute to the late 
Maj. Albert Bond Lambert, pio- 
neer aviation enthusiast, for 
whom the field is named “and 
who personally gave the first 
few acres to the city as a 
starter.”

000. 

Tunisian official charged 
later that French-controlled po- 
lice had failed to intervene in 
time 

Tunisians were granted local 
self-rule last year but control 
of police remained in French 
hands while the administration 
was being gradually turned 
over to Tunisians. 

When shots were fired at the 
offices of the Tunis-Soir, police 
appeared in force and dispersed 
the mob by tear gas, observers 
said.

M'KAY IN RACE 
AGAINST MORSE 


Lays Personal Prestige 
on Line in Contest to 


Regain Control of 


Congress. 
WASHINGTON, March 10 
(UP) — President Eisenhower 


laid his personal prestige on the 


line today in the 1956 fight for 


contro] of Congress. 

He placed it first behind Sec- 
retary of Interior Douglas Mc- 
Kay, who filed yesterday as a 
candidate for the Republican 
senatorial nomination in Ore- 
gon. The Oregon G.O.P. nom- 
inee will face Senator Wayne 

Morse next November. 

Morse—a former Republican 
who became an independent and 
then a Democrat—is the No. 1 
target of the G.O.P. in the sen- 
atorial campaigns this year. 

Mr. Eisenhower. who con- 
ferred with McKay Thursday, 
was understood to be trying to 
persuade G.OP. Gov. Arthur 

. Langlie of Washington to 
challenge Democratic Senator 
Warren G. Magnuson in No- 
vember. Langlie was reported 
to have been an unannounced 
White House caller early this 
week 

Washington and Oregon are 
two of the five states in which 
the Republicans have greatest 
hopes of unseating Democrats 
to regain control of the Sen- 
ate, now divided 48 Democrats 
to 47 Republicans. The others 
are New York, Kentucky and 
Nevada. 

After McKay's announcement 
that he would leave the Cab- 
inet about June 1 to run for 
the Senate. the White House 
in an unusual move made pub- 
lie a “Dear Doug” letter from 
the President saying McKay's 
decision deserved “the highest 
commendation.” 

“As a member of the United 
States Senate.’ the President 
said, “you will add a great deal 
to the working strength we 
need and must have in order 
to carry out the objectives of 
this Administration.’ 

Release of Mr. Ejisenhover’s 
letter was unusual in that it 
represented an indorsement of 
McKay in advance of the Ore- 


gon primary. 
McKay said he wanted a 
“showdown on whether the 


President’s program would be 
jeopardized in the future as it 
has in the past.” 


‘Political Turncoat.’

In announcing his candidacy 
for the Senate he attacked 
what he called “the slippery 
philosophy of Wayne Morse,” 
referring to Morse as a ‘‘politi- 
cal turncoat.” 

“The plain fact,” he said, “is 
that I believe my native state 
is not now represented by a 
Senator whose political integri- 
ty can be relied upon.” 

McKay's entry brought. some 
odd reactions, with Democratic 


party leaders, almost to the 
man, cheering it, while some 
Republican leaders were -un- 


usually guarded in their com- 
ment. 

McKay is known as a hard 
campaigner and a strong vote- 
getter in a normally Republi- 
can state, but Wendel] Wyatt, 
state G.O.P. chairman, was said 
by friends to oppose McKay's 
candidacy as a mistake in strat- 
egy. Publicly Wyatt commented, 
“The Republican primaries are 
open for all to file. The State 
Central Committee has not at 
any time attempted to dictate 
who the candidates would be. 
We will unite behind whoever 
the Republican voters nominate 
for all offices for the fall elec- 
tion.”

Complete revision of Mis- 
souri’s mental health program 
to place greater emphasis on 
patient care and research was 
urged yesterday by Joscph \

Subsidy by Barter 

Did Secretary of Agriculture Benson save 
flexible price supports in the Senate by offering 
corn and cotton senators a nefarious “deal’’? It 
depends on the point of view. What he did is 
sometimes called statesmanlike compromise. 

Essentially, Secretary Benson retreated some- 
what from previous positions on corn and cotton 
in order to save the principle of flexible price 
supports. His enemies will call that “buying the 
votes” of Senators from Iowa and Mississippi, for 
example. But it can also be described as recon- 
ciling the difference between Secretary Benson's 
views and those of the Senators concerned. 

In our judgment the situation does not call 
for indignation so much as for mild amusement 
at the spectacle of Secretary Benson, who likes 
to pose as a moral gladiator, playing the same 
kind of practical politics any other Secretary of 
Agriculture would play in such a situation. 

What the Senate maneuvers on the farm bill 
do show is something else. They expose the in- 
tellectual bankruptcy and the utter pointlessness 
of the present system of aid to agriculture. They 
dramatize as never before the need for a com- 
pletely fresh approach. 

The purpose of flexible price supports is to 
reduce the incentive for production of a given 
crop when it is in over-supply. Well and good. 
The Senate voted for this principle, 54 to 41. 
Then, having in effect told corn growers they 
must be content with 81 per cent of parity in- 
stead of 90 per cent, the Senate turned around 
and adopted a corn amendment which permits 
the planting of 51,000,000 acres instead of 
43,000,000 this year. 

A level of parity which is supposed to cut 
down production thus is nullified by expanding 
the acreage on which guaranteed-price corn can 
be grown. Corn production is discouraged on the 
one hand, and encouraged on the other. 

Surely the program makes less and less sense 
with each passing year. At every stage, the terms 
of the Government's bargain with agriculture 
are struck off by haggling and barter among the 
powerful crop blocs—cotton and wheat, corn and 
rice, peanuts and butter. But the income of fam- 
ily farmers is accounted for only in part by 
these major crops. 

As the history of the past five years shows, 
family farm income—the only kind with which 
Government should concern itself—can go down 
just as drastically under 90 per cent price sup- 
ports as under flexible price supports. Could 
there be any better evidence that price supports 
at whatever level are not the answer? 

Why should the nation continue to pay four 
or five billion dollars a year for a system of 

farm aid which does not effectively sustain 
the income and purchasing power of the family 
farmers who alone deserve help? If we are going 
to pay this subsidy, why not pay it in a form 
that will directly benefit farmers and directly 
benefit consumers as well?

Case of the State Hospital 

Dr. Louis H. Kohler, able superintendent of 
the St. Louis State Hospital, told visiting mem- 
bers of the House Appropriations Committee 
something that doubtless made an impression 
on them. 

Dr. Kohler said that if the hospital which he 
directs cannot have $6,000,000 in Missouri bond 
issue funds for a new clinic and administration 
building then the Legislature might as well give 
to other state hospitals the $2,500,000 recom- 
mended for it by Assistant Budget Director Mc- 
Gregor. The hospital Is now sadly overcrowded. 
Dr. Kohler'’s position is that if the patients can- 
not be properly accommodated they cannot be 
properly treated. 

Happily the legislators were impressed by 
Dr. Kohler’s efficient administration despite 
growing handicaps. But with 3400 patients in a 
hospital meant for a maximum of 2370, this 
has not been enough. Dr. Kohler’s requests were 
not hastily “dreamed up” when bond money be- 
came available. They have been sent to Jeffer- 
son City session after session. And in the past 
the superintendent warned that only extreme 
caution and good fortune have averted tragedies 
such as fire in an over-packed institution for the 
mentally ill. 

This suggests the tremendous problem of the 
Legislature in apportioning a $75,000,000 bond 
issue when the total in requests from state in- 
stitutions approximates twice that amount. The 
penal institutions, as is generally agreed, are 
entitled to first priority, in view of the horrible 
conditions that have existed at the penitentiary 
at Jefferson City. But in their way so are the 
needs of the state hospitals and the state educa- 
tional institutions great. AS 

As the State Senators and Representatives 
work at their problem, the advice of Dr. Kohler 
may be of real help to them, For sooner or later 
all the needs must be met whether by the Legis- 
lature through appropriations or the people 
through another bond issue. 
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Germany Guards Against Militarism 

Whether it be called a victory for Chancellor 
Adenauer’s basic policy or a success of his op- 
ponents who forced him to accept no less than 
14 constitutional amendments, the legal basis for 
the rearmament of West Germany now has been 
established. 

For this purpose, Dr. Adenauer originally sub- 
mitted the so-called “three-paragraphs” law which 
would have left control of the military entirely 
to its own leaders and the Defense Minister. 
This outraged even a goodly number of his own 
parliamentary supporters. Dr. Adenauer had 
promised civilian control, the minimum guaran- 
tee demanded by war-wracked people who had 
no enthusiasm for getting back into uniform. 


The 14 amendments, however, provide not 
merely civilian control but parliamentary con- 
trol through a parliamentary defense commis- 
sioner and a Bundestag Committee for Defense 
which, in case of a parliamentary dissolution, 
would remain in authority until a new Bundestag 
was elected. Having attained these concessions, 
the Social Democrats, the leading opposition 
party, supported rearmament in recognition of 
Germany's obligation in the defense of the 
West. Thus the way has been cleared for the 
enlistment of the first 150,000 volunteers of the 
projected 500,000-man force. 

This does not take rearmament out of German 
politics entirely. Since Dr. Adenauer has .not 
achieved reunification of his divided country, a 
large number of Socialists as well as members 
of other parties are inclined to accept at least 
temporary demilitarization as the price for Rus- 
sia’s surrender of East Germany. The Socialists, 
paradoxically the most anti-Communist and most 
pro-Western faction in Bonn, have always argued 
that reunification should precede remilitariza- 
tion. West Germans in general feel that reunifi- 
cation should be achieved before the youth of 
East Germany is Communized and thus made 
into a source of future trouble. 

Thus Germans face a real dilemma which 
should be understood in the capitals of the 
West. The authorization of the 500,000-man force 
to strengthen NATO, however, indicates the 


Western sympathies of the Federal Republic, 
and the insistence on civilian control surely is 
an indication of a healthy democratic spirit de- 
termined to protect itself against a resurgence 
of militarism in the future. The Bonn parliamen- 
tarians have not forgotten Hitler. 
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An Effort to Split Up NATO? 
Representative Stewart L. Udall of Arizona is 
to be congratulated for the fight he is leading 
against what may well be a scheme to split up 
the nations of the North Atlantic Treaty Organi- 
zation. He is resisting the efforts of Representa- 
tive Frank T. Bow of Ohio to ram through a reso- 
lution asking that President Eisenhower de- 
nounce or revise the Status of Forces Treaty. 

This treaty provides for the trial of American 
military personnel who are stationed abroad in 
foreign courts for offenses committed while off 
duty. The pact was approved by the Senate, 
72 to 12, in 1953. When it was under fire of 
some veterans’ organizations last summer, the 
President said there was ‘‘no reason evident” for 
reviewing it. 

Newspaper files show no cases of American 
servicemen who have been deprived of their 
rights in foreign trials. An American military 
or diplomatic representative sees that the de- 
fendant’s rights are not transgressed. And the 
vast majority of American service personnel ar- 
rested for off-duty offenses have been turned 
over to American military courts. 

Almost invariably, the Americans tried in 
foreign courts have, when convicted, received 
sentences that seemed light in comparison with 
sentences for similar offenses in American 
courts. But no NATO ally would long put up 
with the humiliation of extraterritoriality for 
American military personnel . 

If the House should pass this resolution, it 
would simply register House displeasure with 
the treaty. For the Constitution provides 
that the President, with advice and consent of 
the "eae the House—conducts the na- 
tion's foreign relations. ; 

But the registration of this displeasure would 
have a harmful effect throughout NATO. To 
those nations it would indicate a pressure that 
might finally result in abolition of the treaty 
and establishment of extraterritoriality. 
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Counting Ballots Accurately 

Voting machines will be used in the municipal 
primary elections in Kirkwood and Richmond 
Heights on March 20, and this will be an event 
worth marking. Citizens of these two communi- 
ties will be the first in the St. Louis-St. Louis 
county area to enjoy the assurance that their 
ballots are being counted swiftly and accurately 
—especially accurately. 

Kirkwood, Richmond Heights, Brentwood and 
perhaps even Wellston will employ the machines 
in their regular municipal elections April 3. By 
the time of the state primary Aug. 7, voters in 
every precinct in the county will have a chance 
to use the devices. Results of the state primaries 
ought to be known perhaps by 11 o'clock that 
night rather than the wee hours of the next 
morning as in the past. 

St. Louis voters, unfortunately, will have to 
wait at least another year before they are per- 
mitted to enjoy the luxury of voting machines. 
The first $600,000 of the $2,200,000 that city 
citizens agreed to borrow for their purchase 
will. not be available until after April 1957. But 
within a year or two from that date St. Louis 
ought to have machines in every precinct. 

Voting machines have been used in various 
cities and states for the last 25 years, so the 
St. Louis area is finally catching up with the 
times in this respect. But neither Kirkwood nor 
Richmond Heights can claim a “metropolitan 
first.” That honor goes to East St. Louis which 
tested the machines in a few precincts in 1949 
and concluded they were an unqualified success. 
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The Cows Have No Comment 

Dairying seems to have a good chance of 
moving gloriously and profitably into the more 
or less imminent capsule age when all other 
branches of the food industry may be expected 
to collapse before the makers of pills containing 
all the vitamins, calories, etc, necessary for suc- 
cessful, dynamic, positive living. 

Thanks to experiments at the University of 
Minnesota, the dairymen may be able to offer 
milk which protects humans against polio, rheu- 
matic fever, strep infections, smallpox, measles, 
diphtheria, tuberculosis and other bacterial dis- 
eases as well as those caused by molds, fungi, 
pollen and dust. This milk—not from contented 
cows, but from vaccinated cows—still is in the 
research stage; but such as it is, 20 “human 
guinea pigs” already are drinking it. 

This, however, is not the dairymen’s real ace 
in the hole. Not to be outdone by Minnesota, 
the University of Maryland test-tubers have pro- 
duced milk—or is it milks?—tasting like cherry, 
strawberry, grape, coffee and raspberry. And 
they are working on six more flavors. That 
does it. 
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Everybody Was Careless 

Westinghouse Electric, McDonnell Aircraft 
and the Navy all have been held responsible by 
a House subcommittee for the tragic failure of 
the F3H-1 Demon jet fighter. All three were 
reprimanded for poor planning and excessive 
spending of public funds, and the Defense De- 
partment was advised to tighten up the Navy's 
procurement operations. 

This comes as an anticlimax to a case in 

whieh the taxpayers found themselves paying 
$154,000,000 or $2,600,000 each for 60 planes, 
not one of which was fit to fly, of which 11 
crashed, and in which four pilots were killed. 
, The reason, according to the subcommittee, 
was that despite Westinghouse’s “rosy promises,” 
the engines it built were not good enough to keep 
the planes in the air, they were designed for a 
lighter aircraft. The subcommittee made no 
charges of dishonesty or undue influence, yet 
it did declare: 


McDonnell’s desire to get engines to ac- 
commodate the airframes on its production 
lines led it to propose that “down-graded” 
Westinghouse engines be installed in all air- 
frames then under contract, despite aware- 
ness that the aircraft-engine combination 
would be “disappointingly underpowered.” 


The subcommittee also reported on serious 
negligence, disregard for safety factors, and 
“failure to notify the Government contracting 
officer, as required by procurement regulations, 
of damage done to Government-furnished equip- 
ment.” But it added that it could not “under- 
‘take to determine whether the prevalence of 
foreign objects in engines at the McDonnell 
plant caused any of the flight difficulties or 
accidents.” 

Of course nobody wanted to see those four 
pilots die. Nobody wanted those 11 crashes. 
Nobody wanted the. taxpayers to put out 
$154,000,000 for 60 useless planes. In the final 
analysis, however, it was Navy procurement 
which continued this costly program long after 
evidences of trouble with it, and it is Navy pro- 
curement which bears responsibility for pre- 
venting such fiascoes in the future,

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The Rites of Spring

He who would write an editorial on 
the imminence of Spring had best go 
to the poets. Then he finds the 
vagaries of March have played across 
his soul; the poets already have said 
it too well for an encore in stumbling 
prose. After vernal ballet skirts have 
swirled across the boards like a ripple 
of rain over new-budded trees, who 
has the courage to limp onstage for 
delivery of a plodding discourse on 
drouth and wildlife crop futures? 

Yet the Hounds of Spring are on 
Winter's traces and even we who pound 
the mechanism of typewriters feel a 
little of the stir that moves those who 
inscribe with a quill upon thick fools- 
cap. The.emerald maiden is dancing 
up from the south, a floral carpet 
strewn under her lightsome toes, and 
even in the chill barren of a Missouri 
March we feel the air stir with her 
coming, sense the aura of expectancy 
that hovers ahead of her, hear the 
secret trumpets that sound within man 
and cottontail, deer and squirrel. 

Ah, but it’s easy to get mystical in 
March. It’s easy to get frostbitten, 
too—which is no excuse for starting 
forest fires. 

Some philosopher once observed that 
the best thing about winter was its 
ending. The frost is going from the 
ground and soon the peepers will call; 
maybe you can’t really see the budding 
boughs yet, but your mind’s eye is 
watching them swell. The _ eternal 
resurrection of the earth, the miracle 
of Life, is being enacted again and 
mankind’s faith in his existence is re- 
newed as the quiescent trees stir again 
to growth. Every religion of humanity 
has the concept of spring in it, and 
every human stirs to the call of resur- 
gence. 

Too many humans answer the call 
by going out into fields and setting a 
torch to them, of course, or by going 
for a bosky stroll with a pocketful of 


matches. It’s alittle early forthe angling 
urge to overwhelm most of us, but 
some hardy (‘or less resistant) souls 
are working the lakes and trout waters 
The stream season on all species but 
bass and walleye opens in mid-March 
and already the johnboats are being 
checked for summer floating. There 
may yet be snows (and we need the 
moisture) but all over the land men 
and women are dreaming of creek 
banks quiet beneath leafy shade. And 
soon the fishin’ worm will stir beneath 
the soil with awakening roots. 

South of us the waterfowl are heed- 
ing their ancient primeval urge to seek 
ancestral lands northward across a con- 
tinent and migrant peoples on Gulf of 
Mexico beaches are looking upward at 
the whir of wings while a deep unease 
stirs within them. A tide of green is 
moving north across the land, and its 
surge is felt within the heart of man 
at this renewal of a pledge against the 
glaciers. 

But it's early yet, and now is the 
time of wildlife danger as well as hope. 
The larder is almost empty, here in 
Missouri, and new growth is not yet 
upon the _ earth. Winter's. possible 
counter-attack upon the invading forces 
of Spring can leave desolation for year- 
long inhabitants. This is the period of 
greatest peril for upland game, per- 
haps, the time when a flame of opti- 
mism can be blown out by icy blasts 
or sizzle under sudden snowflakes. 

But there isn’t much longer to wait. 
The new year—the real new year—is 
coming with its promise. Now is the 
time when man can put his resolutions 
about game cover into effect, this is 
the season when living fences may be 
planted and the food plots sown, this 
is the day for really building wildlife’s 
future in Missouri. 

Don’t let a little thing like a spring 
cold stop you. It’s a great time to be 
alive.

Vice President Nixon did no one any 
good—least of all himself and his party 
—when he said in New York that the Re- 
publican party had abolished racial seg- 
regation in the armed forces. This sort 
of glib, flat statement is becoming rec- 
ognizable as part of Mr. Nixon’s politi- 
cal personality. 

If someone else had made the re- 
mark, it might be ascribed to misinfor- 
mation, Where Mr. Nixon is concerned, 
such an assumption could be dangerous 
—not alone for people on the other side 
of the political fence but for those who 
have a little respect for the truth. 

We have no interest in seeing that 
the armed forces’ nonsegregation baby 
is laid at any particular party's door. 
But we are interested in the truth, and 
Mr. Nixon ought to be, too. 

Service nonsegregation stems as a 
policy from President Harry S. Tru- 


man’s Executive Order 9981 of July 26, 
1948. This laid down general rules for 
the use of Negro manpower in the serv- 
ices and under its authority a “Presi- 
dent’s Commission on Equality of Treat- 
ment and Opportunity in the Armed 
Forces” was established. Its work en- 
abled Army Secretary Gordon Gray (a 
Democrat) to institute a program for 
the Army. 

In that same speech in New York, 
Mr. Nixon had occasion to speak of 
President Eisenhower to the assembled 
Republicans. He said: 


“We know we need never fear that he 
will debase his high office by deeds or 
words which are cheap, crude or petty. 
We know he will not deliberately mis- 
represent or distort for political goals.” 


Too bad we don't know that about 
Mr. Nixon.

Fluoridation Backed Again 


From The New York Times 


Once again, and this is the third time, 
the Board of Health has indorsed fluori- 
dation of New York City’s water supply. 

A fifty-two page report—asked for by 
the Mayor—of a study to end all studies 
in this field finds overwhelming evi- 
dence, in scientific literature, in con- 
trolled tests over the years, in the rec- 
ommendations of “all the major na- 
tional health organizations interested in 
human well-being,” that fluoridation 
does the job. It also finds the invest- 
ment cost trifling, the dividends reward- 
ing and that the claims of hazards to 
health are, in effect, so much tommyrot. 

“It is clear,” says this report, “that 
the opportunity to prevent the decay of 
over fifteen teeth per person at the av- 
erage cost of $6.30 for the present life 
expectancy of 70 years presents a health 
bargain which New York City cannot af- 
ford to overlook.” This works out at 9 


cents per person per year. The report 
remarks that $100,000,000 is spent on 
dental care annually in New York City, 
and that tooth decay accounts for the 
major portion of this bill. 

More than 22,000,000 people in the 
United States are benefited by fluori- 
dated water; Philadelphia, Baltimore, 
Washington, St. Louis, San Francisco, 
Pittsburgh, Milwaukee, Providence and 
Miami have it, and Chicago, Detroit, 
Cleveland and Minneapolis are now in- 
stalling equipment. 

Meanwhile New York City waits. Four 
years ago this month the American 
Public Health Association “strongly 
urged” the city to fluoridate its water 
supply “as soon as possible.” Now, with 
this logical, persuasive, candid report 
in hand the city administration will 
have a hard time defending further 
delay.

PASTOR TO RETIRE 
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The Rev. John Tussey Has 
Been a Minister in Mis- 
souri for 57 Years. 


The Rev. John David Tussey, 
whose family came from Indiana | 
to Missouri in a covered wagon | 
in 1894, when he was 10 years 
old, will retire June 1 after 
serving as a Methodist preacher 
for 57 years, 25 of those years 
in St. Louis. He has been pastor 
of Salem Methodist Church, 
North Kingshighway and Cote 
Brillianie avenue, since 1949. 

The Rev. Mr. Tussey was only 
14 years old when he preached 
his first sermon in Pleasant 
Grove Community Church, near 
Bell City, in Stoddard county, 
Mo. His family had settled on 


a farm in the neighborhood, 
and the boy was already a 
licensed preacher. When the 


pastor could not keep his Sun- 
day night appointment at 
Pleasant Grove, he asked John 
David to take his place. 
Pleasant Grove Church no 
longer has Sunday services, 
is opened only 
The Rev. Mr. Tussey’s grand- 
father on his mother’s side, the 
Rev. David Brock, a United 
Brethren minister, and several 


other members of the family 
are buried in the Pleasant 
Grove Cemetery. 

The Rev. Mr. Tussey’s first 
pastoral charge, 1901-05, was 


the old Ozark Mission in Iron 
county, Mo. It is no longer in 
existence. 

He served overseas in World 
War I with the French army 
as a Y.M.C.A. director of edu- 
cation. He speaks French fluent- 
ly and reads both German and 


French. He is a graduate of 
Washington University and 
holds a master’s degree, with 


his major in philosophy. 


He was assistant pastor of 
St. John’s Methodist Church, 
St. Louis, from 1924 to 1926, 


when Bishop Ivan Lee Holt was 
the pastor.

WASHINGTON, March 10 
(AP)\—The United States Court 
of Appeals, dividing 4-4 yester- 
day upheld the conviction of 
Ben Gold, long-time Communist, 
on charges of filing a false non- 
Communist oatn 

Gold, for many years presi- 
dent of the International Union 
of Fur and Leatherworkers, was 
convicted here by a United 
States court jury and sentenced 
May 3, 1954, to one-to-three 
years in prison by United States 
District Judge Frank McLaugh- 
lin 

The appellate court, which 
heard the argument in the case 
Feb. 9. issued a brief formal 
order today saying the convic- 
tion was “affirmed by an 
equally divided court.” 

The case originally was ar- 
gued before a three-judge panel 
of the appe llate court in March 
1955. Early this year, the court, 
on its own motion, ordered the 
case re-argued before the full 
bench. A vacancy on the court 
made the tie vote possible. 

Gold, an avowed Communist, 
in an affidavit filed Aug. 2, 
1950, denied he was a Commu- 
nist. He said publicly he had 
resigned from the party. 

During his trial, assistant 
United States Attorney Joseph 
A. Lowther contended’ the 
resignation was a fraud to per- 
mit Gold to sign the non-Com- 
munist oath and thereby make 
his union eligible for the col- 
lective bargaining machinery of 
the labor board 

Since ‘his trial. Gold has re- 
signed as president of the fur 
workers, and the union has be- 
come a division of the AFL- 
CIO meat cutters 

The fur and leatherworkers 
union was expelled from the 
CIO in 1950 on the ground it 
followed the Communist party 
line.

U.S. Officials Concerned Over

March 10—Flags of 16 newly 
admitted member nations flew 
for the first time at United 
Nations headquarters yesterday, 
along with the 60 old ones

NE of the most serious 
Q health hazards today is over- 
weight Statisticians have 

gathered figures which reveal 
beyond a doubt that people of 
average weight, or a little less, 
tend to live longer than those 
who are overweight 

Overweight not only detracts 
from appearance but it reduces 
efficiency, invites disablilty and 
may shorten life. Persons who 
allow themselves to grow fat 
become more liable than aver- 
age weight people to diabetes, 
high blood pressure, diseases of 
the heart and blood vessels, gall 
bladder disease, arthritis and 
many other serious illnesses. 
They are poor surgical risks 
and show less resistance to in- 
fection. Extra pounds place an 
extra burden on the heart.

WHY IS IT that 25 to 30 per 
cent of our adult population is 
overweight? 

The answer, 
per cent, 


for at least 95 
is simple—overeating. 
Certain organic disturbances 
may cause abnormal. weight 
regardless of food intake, but 
these are very exceptional cases. 
However, this possibility is one 
of the reasons why the first 
step toward reducing must be 
a medical examination by your 
family physician. 

Fortunately, in the vast ma- 
jority of cases, overweight can 
be overcome and the only*sure, 


safe way to lose weight is to 
“count your calories.” (A calorie 
is the measure of the heat- 


producing, or energ 
value of food.) 7 

Ask your doctor to determine 
how many pounds you should 
lose and how fast you should 
lose them. He will prescribe a 
low - calorie, nutritionally well- 
balanced diet. To actually lose 
weight the amount of food 
eaten must. be reduced below 
that required to maintain daily 
acivity. Beware of freak diets, 
reducing devices and reducing 
pills—they will not bring about 
the desired results and may be 
harmful to health.

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REDUCING is not easy. It fs 
the individual's responsibility. It 
takes determination and will 
power, and the realization that 
lasting results mean a perma- 
nent change in eating habits. 

The reducer must never lose 
sight of the fact that health 
and strength must be main- 
tained by the food he eats. He 
must learn food values and de- 
velop proper eating habits that 
will continue throughout life.
